The meanest green 
team yet?

Penton on Kawasaki — it still sounds funny even though we've known about it 


for nearly three weeks. That's when we approached Kawasaki's Rom Lovil 
with an inquiry about the 1980 models and asked him if he had a color 


photograph suitable for our front page. 


"How about a picture of Jack Penton, who we've hired to head up our 1980 
enduro team, sitting on the new KDX175 Uni-Trak enduro bike?" Lovil 


responded. 


The only sound in the room was the thud of a jawbone hitting the desk- 


top. 


Jack Penton? Kawasaki enduro team? Unt-Trak enduro bike? ers 
popped up faster than the brain could relay them to the still-slack jaw 
muscles. As I recall, it all came out sort of like: "Huh?" 

Stories that come from the source, while not always as interesting as 
rumors, gossip and other forms of second-hand information, are always the 
most accurate. What follows 55 а phone conversation with Jack Penton. 





What's this we hear about your new 
job? 

"I went out to Kawasaki and...I 
wanted to put together a race team. 
And they went for it; they said OK! I'm 
going to work here at the R&D (a 
Penton-owned building in Lorain, 
Ohio that Jack has leased from his 
dad to use in the Kawasaki effort 
... Editor.) and put together a group 
of guys to ride the AMA National 
Enduro circuit. 

"I've been dreaming, ever since our 
bike went away, that I'd like to put 
something together...to get the guys 
together and have a nice team again. 
My job is that of Team Coordinator, 
and I'm going to ride, too." 

Penton continued, explaining that 
his job was a two-year agreement. 

"Race headquarters are going to be 


here, and the guys. ..some of them are 
from around here, some are spread 
out...I'm still constructing a team. 
There'll be four riders and myself, five 
guys altogether." 

Do you have anyone on contract, 
yet? 

"I've got some verbals. As a matter of 
fact, I've got most of the team lined 
up; I've talked to some guys. I don't 
have anything down on paper, so I'm 
just holding back a little until the guys 
are all signed up. But I'm going to 
work with some guys that I have been 
working with. They're good team 
people; they haven't been involved in 
enduros, and they're excellent riders." 
Two-Day and ISDT riders? 

"Right. They're super riders, and I 
want to bring them into enduros. It's a 
good opportunity for them to be able 


to travel and not break their necks 
trying to get back for work and school 
and all those things." 


Will they be full professional riders, 
paid so they wouldn't have to hold 
down another job? 


"Well, each guy has his own situation. 
What Kawasaki has enabled me to do 
is put together enough funds to fly 
them to the races they can't drive to so 
that they can get back and forth 
without missing too much work or 
school. But then, they're responsible to 
me, for their physical condition, any 
promotional services and the riding 
part. Sort of a ‘part-time’ job.” 


Will your team ride Two-Day ISDT 
stuff, or only the National Enduro 
circuit? 

“They (Kawasaki) were really good 
about it. They said that their main 
emphasis and plan is not a Two-Day 
type thing, but they're going to let me 
use the bikes, the guys, the equipment, 
and we'll be able to get back and forth 
to get qualified. 


"I hope that we won't have to ride 

all, say five or six or however many 
(events) they have. The past two or 
three years, I've ridden just enough to 
get qualified. The expense, from here, 
to go all the way out west — those two 
up north — is just astronomical 
compared to the return." 
Assuming everyone qualifies, will 
Kawasaki help with the ISDT 
venture? Or are you more or less on 
your own? 





"I've got specific commitments for the 
Six Days. In other words, any guy who 
qualifies on Kawasaki on my team is 
going to get a ride over: the standard 
ticket and a bike. And I've kinda 
padded enough that we're going to be 
able to handle it, I'm sure. 

What size bikes will your team be 
competing on? 

"The personnel] I'm selecting is... 
we're gonna try and hit all the classes. 
We've got some really good A-riders 
who aren't AAs, and we want to go out 
there and make some noise in the A 
classes: the Open, the 250 and the 175. 
Then I want to have myself and 
another AA rider — a couple of good 
‘Overall’ guys, and some good class 
winners. We're gonna spread it out. 
We're gonna ride the whole product 
line, all three of the bikes." 

When will you announce who's on 
the team? 


“It gets a little touchy. It's kinda weird 
because the season doesn’t end for 
another month, about a month or so. 
And nobody in the AA ranks is free to 
negotiate until they've taken care of 
their obligations for this year. So, as of 
the last National...like I say, I've 
talked to all the A riders because they 
don't have the type of commitment 
that the AA guys do. Six Days pretty 
much ends a lot of trials riders' 
commitments, so I can tell you — it's 
not a giant secret or anything like that 
— it's just that the guys are trying to 
protect their interests and ride their 
bikes for another month or so. I don't 
want to publicize their names because 
most of them haven't gotten back to 
the people they're riding for, and said 
their thank-yous, and so on. When I 
get things solid with those guys, and 
when they get things straightened out 
with their sponsors, then we can 
release their names." 


What sort of support system have you 
planned for the team? 

"We're going to try a new approach 
that I think will work. It's a couple of 
approaches combined. We're going to 
get a boxvan, a good-sized one, with 
enough equipment, parts and 
everything. And we're going to put all 
the bikes in it, too. We plan to do all 
of our work at the R&D — all of our 
prep work — so it shouldn't be a 
problem there. 

"But the ringer is that we're going to 
get a travel trailer. I’m going to pull it 
out to the start site and use it as team 
headquarters. The guys can stay in it, 
or shower, or change their clothes, or 
fix their route sheets, or whatever. 
We'll have a nice, warm home base. 
These enduros are out in the middle of 
a field here, or out in the middle of 
nowhere there, and it's sometimes 30 
minutes, 40 minutes to a motel. It gets 
kinds of spread out sometimes. This 
way, when you get done, you can jump 
in a hot shower and get some clean 
clothes. 

"I'm going to stay in the thing. I. 
don't care for getting up at five in the 
morning. I'd rather get up at seven 
o'clock, throw my stuff on and ride. 


"I'm really pumped about the whole 
thing because Kawasaki is 
enthusiastic. So far, and from all 
indications, they're extremely coopera- 
tive in that they want me to do a good 
job. and they want the bikes to do a 
good job, so they've offered me the 
freedom to go out and, hopefully, 
apply some of the things I've picked up 
along the way. They haven't pressed 
me for anything unusual... well, I say 
unusual to the enduro field . . . requests. 
Which makes me feel good because 
then I think I can go out and all the 
guys will do their best and get the job 
done for them. 

Sounds like maybe Dick Burleson 
had better watch out for himself next 
year. 

"Hey, he's in trouble! We're full race!” @

Impressions of a 
World Champion

I pointed the monster toward an open area of track the size of a 
football field without anything solid to run into. Two hefty kicks 
brought zt shaking to life as the oversize piston displacing 450cc tried to 
wrench itself off the end of a connecting rod resembling a bridge girder 
locked between two steamrolling flywheels. Dumping the clutch on 
second gear with a prayer, I waited for that hand-formed aluminum 
tank to come rolling back over on me, expecting the entire bike to 
flatten its idiot rider like a fly swatter. 

But the machine just sat there and screamed, revs climbing higher as 
the rear wheel skyrocketed dirt and clouds of dust. Finally it began 
churning forward, slowly gaining momentum as it trenched off the 
line. But tt was hardly moving faster than an anemic one-two-five as 
the powerband peaked out. 

Backing off the throttle for an instant, I clicked up third gear then 
topped out the carb slide once more. This time the highly-abused rear 
Dunlop 5.00 hooked up to mother earth, and I was launched down 
track like an ignited Saturn Five booster in time-warp continuum. I 
panicked immediately, locking both brakes as hard as I could while the 
btke bounced and slewed off the end of the track and into the weeds. I 
had never accelerated so fast before and never would sanely do so again. 


RC-450-79 is overkill at the limit. 

That Graham Noyce or anyone 
else could race such a bike and win a 
World Championship makes me 
applaud their skill. That Graham had 
even tried to race a larger 493cc 
version at the beginning of the series 
would have had me applying for Blue 
Cross and finding religion. 

The bike I was trying to ride was 
Jimmy Ellis' factory RC-450-79 to gain 
an impression for this article of the 
similar motocrosser which had taken 
Noyce to his 1979 FIM 500cc World 
Championship. Disappointingly, Ellis' 
bike and the RC-450s of the other 
American Team Honda riders were 
completely different in the suspension 
department from the factory stocker 
Noyce was riding. The modifications 
were an attempt to improve the suspen- 
sion design of Honda’s Open class bike 
which in factory form had remained 
stagnant since the beginning of 1978 
when the RC-450 was introduced. At 
that time the new increased displace- 
ment 450cc Honda came with reduced 
11-inch travel suspension. 

Only the year before, 1977, Team 
Honda's Marty Smith had won the 
National Championship with the RC- 
400-77. This was probably the finest 
works Honda ever built, and with its 
much easier to control 400cc engine 
and longer 12-inch travel Showa 
forks/Fox AirShox suspension it 
couldn’t be faulted. I rode that bike 
and fell in love. 

When the RC-450-78 appeared, it 
seemed Honda had taken a step 
backward in building a bike with less 
suspension travel, more power than 
needed, and less rear braking control 
with the switch from a full-floating to 
non-floating rear brake. 

The new RC-450 hardly proved to 
be a resounding success, particularly 
in America during the 1978 season, 
but Brad Lackey did take it to third 
place in the 500cc World Champion- 
ship MX Series with a few Grand Prix 
victories thrown in. And now in 
unchanged form for the 1979 season, 
it was the bike that gave Honda and 
Graham Noyce their first-ever World 
Championship MX win. It should be 
remembered though, that the other 
top riders like Mikkola and DeCoster 
were out of action for the first races of 
the series with injuries, and then 
throughout the series Mikkola, 
DeCoster and Lackey were hampered 
with mechanical breakdowns. Noyce 
cruised along on the ultra reliable RC- 
450 and compiled a perfect finishing 
record thanks to mechanic Bill 
Buchka. 

Noyce kept his Honda in stock 
condition throughout the Champion- 
ship with 11 inches of travel. The front 
forks were 39mm factory Showa units 
which use no air, just internal coil 
springs for suspension. At the rear is a 
massive Honda aluminum swingarm 
which places the shocks at a fairly 

‘radical 30-degree laydown position 
relative to the swingarm. The bike 
came equipped with Showa deCarbon 
piggyback reservoir shocks, but Noyce 
had replaced them with the excellent 
Ohlins deCarbon piggyback reservoir 
shocks which are easier to keep dialed- 
in thanks to the presence of a service 
representative from Ohlins at each 
Grand Prix. : 

Jimmy Ellis’ RC-450, on the 
otherhand, had its suspension 
completely changed. Up front were 
the aftermarket variety KYB front 
forks with 11 inches of travel. These 
forks feature a lot of trick machine 
work on the lower sliders, but when it 
comes to performance they aren't 
much better than the garden variety 
Kayabas which come stock and 
Yamaha YZs and Suzuki RMs. At the 
rear, Ellis was also using the Ohlins 

_ piggyback shocks of 1514-inch length,

but hooked up to an American Honda 
built steel banana style swingarm. 
This swingarm locates the shock in a 
more perpendicular 60-degree angle 
for 1114 inches of rear wheel travel. 
The idea in mounting the shock 
more upright is to gain a more 


constant leverage ratio on the shock 
throughout rear wheel travel. That 
way damping stays consistent through- 
out rear wheel travel, and spring rates 
would be easier to dial-in. The radical 
30-degree laydown shock position on 
Noyce's bike means damping will be 





stiffer and react less for smaller bumps 
when the suspension is extended — 
something you don't want — then 
damping becomes lighter as travel is 
used up and the leverage ratio on the 
shock decreases. 

All this sounds great in theory, 
having softer damping for full 
extension and then firmer damping as 
the suspension bottoms out, but it 
doesn’t always work that well on the 
motocross track. You may want less 
damping in your shocks, particularly 
less rebound damping, as the 
suspension bottoms out so it can react 
quicker to extend again before the 
next bump hits it and bottoms it out 
even worse. 

Presently most motocross shocks are 
speed sensitive in their damping action 
which turns out to be pretty good for 
most racing applications. Damping 
action varies according to impact 
compression and spring rebound 
force. There are times when we might 
want a. shock with position sensitive 
damping as well. Curnutt makes such 
a shock. But for the time being there is 
no shock available which is both 
position and speed sensitive in its 
damping. We're still waiting for the 
perfect motocross shock. 

As far as spring rates go, I don’t 
think it matters too much what angle 
the shock is positioned in. What with 
shocks that have double and triple rate 
springs, straight wound and 
progressive, there should be no 
problem adjusting the springs to suit 
the rear suspension. And then there is 
the Fox dual air spring AirShox which 
can easily be dialed-in to meet the 
required progressive spring rates for 
any design of rear suspension. 

Back to the testing. After scaring 
myself silly with the third gear 
acceleration of Ellis’ RC-450, I took 
the bike around the rest of the test 
course, Sunshine Motocross Speedway 
in St. Petersburg, Florida. But no 
sooner did I hit a section of rough sand 
whoops and the bike started kicking 
like a runaway pogo stick, trying to 
throw me into wild tank slappers. The 
front forks were softer than mush 
while the rear end kicked like a mule. I 
tried a couple of times to go faster to 
smooth things out, but I just got more 
out of shape and with that much 
power at my disposal I knew I would 
just get into trouble sooner or later. I 
brought the bike into the pits and 
parked it. 


Jimmy Ellis’ tuner and father, 
George Ellis, explained to me that was 
how Jimmy liked the bike set up. That 
it was difficult to ride slow, but once 
up to competitive speed it would 
handle batter. The only trouble is I 
don’t ride as fast as Jimmy Ellis. And I 
have ridden enough factory bikes to 
know the others all handled well at the 
speeds I was accustomed to going. 
Given the opportunity to adjust the 
suspension for myself I most certainly 
could have made the bike rideable, 
but even then I don’t know how well it 
could be improved without major 
suspension revisions. And if the bike 
handled as well as claimed when 
pushed to its limit, it certainly couldn’t 
be very manageable when slowing 
down for corners or bouncing through 
turns. 

That every one of the American 
Team Honda riders have set their 
bikes up with different suspensions 
and were constantly changing them 
throughout the 1979 Nationals seems 
to indicate none of them were very 
happy with how the bikes handled. 
Graham Noyce, on the other hand, 
left well enough alone, compensated 
for any idiosyncrasies and went out 
and won on the bike. 

In either case, we are probably 
seeing the last of the RC-450 Honda's 
perplexing suspension, if not the 
monstrous motor. ®

This interview took place on the mor- 
ning after Danny won the 500cc MX 
AMA National Championship title in 
the final round in St. Petersburg, 
Florzda...Edztor. 


CN: How did you become interested in 
motocross and when did you start 
riding? 
DL: I started riding when I was about 
11. My father and I started going out 
to the desert and he bought a trail 
bike. Ever since then the interest grew 
and grew and I kept doing it. He star- 
ted asking me if I wanted to enter 
races. I wasn't sure if I wanted to race 
or not. It was more scarey then I think 
than now, as far as being nervous. But 
I started racing and it just progressed. 

When I was 18, I had a decision to 
make - I could either go to school, or 
race, move out or work for my father. 
I had to decide something so I 
thought, "Well, I'll give it a go in MX.' 
I rode locally for about six months and 
then got a ride in 1976 with Suzuki. It 
happened so fast that I don't really 
think I was prepared for it. I really 
wasn't after it. I wasn't that serious 
about it, not like I am now. I've been 
getting more and more serious as time 
goes on as far as wanting to win a 
National Championship. 
CN: Your career with Suzuki began in 
1976. What did you do that year? 
DL: In 1976 I rode the 125cc class. 
Bob Hannah and I were hired by 
Yamaha and Suzuki to beat Marty 
Smith. He had won the championship 
two years and there wasn’t much com- 
petition for him. Bob.won the cham- 
pionship that year and I missed 
beating Marty by one point for second. 
It was really close. 

In 1977 I rode the 125cc class again. 
I had a really good start at the begin- 
ning of the year and halfway through I 
still had a pretty good lead. Then 
about two races before the finish - it 
was in Michigan - a spectator ran 
across the track and I hit him. I lost 
quite a few points that day. Two weeks 
later in San Antonio, Texas, Glover 
and I were ten points apart in the final 
event and he won the championship. 
It was like Sunday's race, only this 
time, I won. 
CN: I noticed on the last lap of the 
race, your pit crew jokingly held up a 
sign which read, "Let Broc by." 
Everyone was laughing about it, but it 
was very real in 1977. What was that 
all about? 
DL: That's all part of team racing, 
but it has to be done in a different style 
than that. They can't show signboards 
and go crazy and say, 'Let him go by 
you.' That's altering the end results of 
the race. It's very political. It affects 
someone else and has nothing to do 
with all of the other people racing. 
They could have had a little more tact 
when they did it. The magazines made 
a big thing out of it. I understand it 
and it really doesn't bother me all that 
much. I think it hurt Yamaha more 
than it did me. 
CN: After losing such a close battle in 
1977 what did you do? | 
DL: I decided to get out of the 125cc 
class. I thought I was a little too big for 
the machines. I weigh 165 pounds and 
most of the other guys weigh 140 or 
150 pounds. So I went to the 500cc 
class in 1978. I started off really good 
again, but we had quite a few 
mechanical problems. After the first 
race in Texas, I broke down maybe 10 
out of 20 motos. That put me back last 
year. I only finished about half the 
races, but I won or got second in the 
others. I ended up fifth last year. 
CN: What was different this year? 
DL: Suzuki got serious this year with 
the machines. They told me, ‘We have 
to win the championship this year.’ I 
said, ‘Yeah, I want to win the cham- 
pionship, too." The way the machines

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were working last year it wasn't 
possible and the year before when I 
ran the Nationals we didn't have what 
I have now in the way of bikes. We 
were running the stock motors because 
of the claiming rule. People were star- 
ting to claim the bikes and the factory 
was scared of letting someone claim a 
factory RA motor. So, I rode a stock 
motor, but Yamaha kept the factory 
motors. 

1978 was the first year I thought I 
was really serious. I felt I had a good 
machine. It was a good machine, but 
there were a lot of changes in the 
dimensions of the bike and it just 
didn't work out. 

CN: What about this year's bike? 
DL: This year the bike was perfect. 


ny 
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We had only one mechanical failure 
and I lost about 25 points in New 
York. I would have had maybe 35 
points on Bell if that hadn't happened 
It would have meant less pressure on 
me. 

CN: How do you handle the pressure? 

DL: This was kind of an unusual week 
for me. I was sick in the beginning of 
the week. I had a chest cold. I felt 
really weak and I couldn't train very 
hard. I'd sweat very easily and my 
sinuses kept plugging up. So I decided 
I'd better just try to pump myself up 
'cause I wasn't feeling well.' 

I had to forget about training so 
hard and get myself psyched up for the 
final. I wanted to win the first moto. 
That was my main goal - just to win 


the first race. If I had just tried to 
forget about the race, training hard 
would have burned me out. I psyched 
myself into it and I won the first race. 


It was such a narrow point spread 
just nine points. It was almost like 
being tied, anything can happen - and 
it did. In the second moto, someone at 
the start clipped my front wheel and I 
had to stop and stalled my motor. I 
was dead last and with a track like this 
(Sunshine Speedway is rough and san- 
dy) to start off in last place with this 
kind of hot weather (temperatures in 
the mid 90's) is really hard. 

I rode extra hard. I was so pumped. 
Adrenalin started going through my 
body, I wanted to win so bad. I rode 
really hard for 10 laps and passed 
about 25 guys. While I was doing that 
I was catching Mike (Bell) and he was 
in the lead with nobody to pass. 


When I got into a position where I 
knew I could win the championship, I 
just felt so good. It was a big relief. It's 
funny - it's something I've looked for- 
ward to for so long. I’ve always 
thought about what it would be like to 
be the champion. 

To be the champ you can't have any 
mechanical failures. My mechanic, 
Pat Alexander, did a really good job. 
He worked so hard for me that I 
couldn't let him down. When Im 
racing I get so tired sometimes that I 
just say I want to quit. Then I think 
about everything and say, ‘No, I can’t 
quit. I just have to ride this thing to 
the finish, no matter what my con- 
dition is.’ 

CN: How do you like riding only one 
class? 

DL: I like it. It’s the way the World 
Championships are run. You can’t be 
jumping around to different classes. If 
someone is riding to win the cham- 
pionship and somebody else that isn’t 
comes into the race, it doesn’t do him 
any good and it just screws u 
everybody else. Hannah, Marty Smith 
and I rode all three classes, Bob and I 
did it for two years. We were riding 40 
or 45 races a year and it was just too 
much. It was unfair because we'd get 
first and second and we were always in 
the top and we weren't really even 
competing for the title. But, now that 
I think about it, I guess we were. I 
think it’s a lot better this way. 


CN: Do you like having two classes the 
same day? 

DL: No. When they have a purse now 
of, say, $10,000, they split it between 
the classes. The other way, one class 
got the whole purse and now we're get- 
ting half that much. Actually, I think 
it’s about 40% less. I'd rather see them 
just run one National class and a sup- 
port event. 

CN: When did you first come ко 
Florida to race? 

DL: When I first started racing for 
Suzuki in 1976 I was working in the 
R&D shop. I mentioned to some of the 
guys there that I'd like to ride the 
Florida Winter-AMA MX Series, 
‘Sure,’ they said, you're not good 
enough to do that.' But rumors started 
and I asked to go...and Suzuki said I 
could. I took a stock bike and plenty of 
spare parts and drove to Florida with a 
guy who now works for Honda, Brian 
Lunnis. 

The first race was in Jacksonville 
Beach and I did pretty well the first 
moto - second, I think. But in the 
second moto my throttle stuck. I 
crashed and wiped out the whole side 
of my face. I went on to the next race 
and did real well and Suzuki decided 
to give me a factory machine. Billy 
Grossi was supposed to ride the Florida 
series but he was hurt so I started 
riding the factory machine. 

CN: What was the first ride on the fac- 
tory bike like? 


DL: The first time I rode the factory 
bike I got second place at the start and 











worked up to first. By the fifth lap, I 
had a 12 second lead. Then I went off 
a jump and my forks broke off right at 
the triple clamp. DiStefano's clamps 
broke a few weeks later at a stadium 
race and Roger D's broke at Liver- 
more. Nothing's going right, I 
thought. The first time on a factory 
bike and the front end falls off. It 
scared me to death. I finished the 
series with a second in the final race 
behind Tony. I was really pumped af- 
ter that. 

Suzuki was pumped too, because 1 
was a new rider and already taking 
seconds to Tony, who at that time was 
a.two time 250cc National Champion. 
But after the front end fell off, 
especially after I started the 125cc 
nationals, I couldn't ride without 
thinking every time I went over a 
jump, ‘I wonder if my front end will 
stay on.’ It kinda de-tuned me for a 
while. 

CN: The 1977 Florida Winter AMA 
MX Series seemed to be all yours. 

DL: Well, it was a good series. 1 won 
the championship and Broc got 
second. We had some pretty good 
races that winter. Then on to the 
Nationals again. I was just thinking 
the other day, I’ve ridden over 150 
races, that's 300 motos since I've been 
with Suzuki. 

CN: What will you be doing in the 
Trans-USA this year? 


DL: There's a new thing this year. 
The class will be open to all sizes. It's 
going to be pretty crazy. I'll be riding a 
500cc machine. If it rains and gets 
muddy, then a smaller machine has 
no chance against a 500. The 500 
throws big rocks and you can't throw 
them back on a 125. They make a big 
difference on the start. The lap times 
may be the same but for a 125 to pull 
up even with a 500 and pass is almost 
impossible. Even on a 250 it will be 
rough. 

CN: Do you think we will see many 
Europeans this year? : 

DL: I think a few will show up halfway 
through the series. Graham Noyce 
may ride and Roger DeCoster may 


ride a few because DeCoster has a- 


really good chance to win with Han- 
nah out. He's really riding well now. I 
think if it rains he'll like it. Last year it 
didn't rain at all. He likes those muddy 
tracks. They're more challenging for 
him. I hope to see a lot of Europeans 
come over to race. We get a lot of 
spectators at them, but the AMA 
doesn't seem to think they're really 
that important anymore. They're not 
trying to get anything organized for 
that time of year. I'd like to see a six or 
eight race series - four in Europe and 
four over here. 
CN: Why do you think there has been 
such a lack of interest by the AMA in 
the Trans-USA? 
DL: 1 feel the AMA is thinking too 
much about Supercross and not the 
sport of MX. It's so much easier for 
them to run a stadium race. They (the 
promoters make more money and 
events get more attention. They're also 
cleaner. So the AMA is losing interest 
in promoting MX as a sport, I think. 
I've heard people say (at an outdoor 
event) Just think if we were in a 
stadium it wouldn't be muddy or dir- 
ty.” Or they'd say, 'Look at this place- 
they only drew 3,000 people. It isn't 
even worth the promoters time.' When 
they start thinking like that then that's 
the way it's going to start leaning. It 
takes a long time to promoter a sport. 
MX is still new here in the U.S. It 
seems they've found another sport - 
Supercross - and they've decided to go 
that way. 
CN: Do you enjoy Supercross racing? 
DL: No, not as a sport. Not at all. It’s 
not the sport I'm in. I like MX because 
it is the sport for me. There's a lot of 
money and publicity in Supercross. 
That's probably the only attraction for 











me. Racing is more like flip a coin and 
take a chance. The guys go so beserk 
trying to get the holeshot and keep 
from crashing that I just don't like the 
atmosphere. It is an entirely different 
sport. 

I'm sure if the AMA had their way 
they wouldn't have anything outdoors. 
They'd have 30 of those (Supercross) a 
year and that would be it. If it ever 
comes to that point then I will quit 
racing. I don’t like the way they 
schedule in the stadium races. They 
have one early in the season right in 
the middle of what could be a good 
winter series - like the Florida Series or 
the CMC Golden State Series. AMA 
schedules one, two or three weeks later 
and then another two weeks after that. 
They really kill a lot of time because 
you train for one and get all ready and 
two or three weeks later you have to 
start again. It doesn't give the riders 
time for a vacation. I don't think the 
AMA is worried about vacation time 
for us. The schedule of races affects 





my whole lifestyle. I don't want to race 
12 months a year. 

CN: In the free time you do have, 
what do you like to do? 

DL: I like to snow ski and water ski 
and I like to hunt. I now live in Ket- 
chum, Idaho. It’s right next to Sun 
Valley where Scott USA is. They've 
been really good to me. That's one of 


‘the main reasons I moved out there 


from California. I go trail riding and 
skiing with some of the guys who work 
there. 
CN: How do you feel about the 
claiming rule? 
DL: I don't think there should be a 
claiming rule at all because the fac- 
tories do a lot for the sport. It’s not 
what the AMA does for the sport. The 
AMA is like a middleman between the 
factories, riders and promoters. They 
take care of insurance and rules and 
do a lot for the rider. But the claiming 
rule, I just don’t understand how they 
even allowed something like that. 

The factories are bettering the 








machines for the people who buy 
them, like the privateers. The bikes 
would not progress if it weren’t for the 
factories. When someone claims a 
bike, It kinda hurts the pride of the 
company to give away all the 
technology that takes so long to 
develop. 


CN: Some privateers may say that the 
claiming rule is necessary because the 
factories have an advantage. How do 
you feel? 

DL: It’s just the way it is. It is a fact of 
life. It won't do anybody any good in 
their career if they are thinking all the 
time, ‘Well. these guys are better and 
the bikes are better and I can't compete 
against them.' It is really obvious to 
me at the races that some of the 
privateers get a chip on their shoulder. 
I really respect most of the privateers 
for traveling and working so hard. I 
was lucky and never had to do that, 
because 1 got a ride so quickly. Some 
of them get a bit depressed because 
they think so negatively all the time. 
Its not healthy. Psychologically, it’s 
got to mess them up for racing. 


CN: How long is your contract with 
Suzuki? 

DL: I have a one year contract with 
Suzuki. It's over in December. 

CN: Have they talked to you about 


resigning? 
DL: Not yet, but I’m sure they will. I'll 
sign with them again because 


everything is coming together now. 
I'm just getting the machines the way I 
like them and I'm sure they are going 
to take care of me next year. If I were 
to change it would be in a couple of 
years. It wouldn't be now. 

CN: Will you defend your title next 
year? 

DL: I don't know what they've decided 
for me. I'd like to ride the World 
Championships. That's my main goal. 
To me it's still the biggest and best 
thing. A lot of Americans have gone 
over there, but they come back and say 
things like "Who cares about Europe, 
it’s stupid.’ I think it's just sour 
grapes. It is very competitive over 
there. It's not easy. The language is 
different, the food is different. I 
respect the Europeans. After all, I 
wouldn't be making money now if they 
hadn't started in Europe. 1 don't think 
the other riders think about that. All 
they can do is complain. 

CN: Have you talked to Suzuki about 
going to Europe? 

DL: No, I'll just leave it up to them, 
My first goal was a National Cham- 
pionship and my second is the World 
Championship. I like change - I don't 
like getting stagnant. I've raced all 
over the United States on the same 
tracks. I know all the people. I'd like 
to move on to different things. 

CN: Have you set any long term goals 
for yourself, say five or ten years down 
the road? 

DL: No, not really. I go year by year. I 
don't want to plan too far ahead, 
‘cause I could decide I want to do 
something else. I don’t think I could 
sign a three-year contract to race. 
Three more years, my gosh. I like new 
and different things, change. 


CN: Many riders will sign a long term 
contract for security. 

DL: Yeah, but it doesn’t bother me. 
What happens, happens. Tomorrow I 
could quit and just go do anything I 
want. I’m happy doing anything in 
this life. I don’t think I could work in 
an office or anything like that. I like 
being outdoors. 

CN: Is money important to you? 


DL: Yes, it is. The more you make the 
more it becomes important. I'm pretty 
tight with my money. I don't go 
around and spend money buying boats 
or this or that. I usually buy property. 
Money is very important for survival. 
Its nice to have it, you know. I 
wouldn't turn it down. . и е

Financing and 
The Motorcycle Image 


The motorcycle image is certainly in a changing 
stage, and, for the better. The old stigma of the motor- 
cycle gangs is slowly but steadily diminishing in the eyes 
of the public. However, when there is a ic 
motorcycle happening, we do regress. Many people still 
think of a motorcycle as a noisy, 2-wheel killer. A 
murdercycle.

Meanwhile, at the bank branch manager level, who 
is dealing directly with the modern day dealer and cycle 
customer, there is a different and more pleasing relation- 
ship, He sees our industry and märket place as profit- 
able and with excellent growth . So, our problem 
is. one of timing. When the branch manager level gets 
promoted to the top level, our position will become 
much more favorable. 

How does this affect the buying customer? Well, 
interest rates are much higher than in car industry. The 
down payments are larger. The length of the loan is 
shorter. In other words, everything is on a conservative 
basis. No one is taking any risks. 

You, as a loan customer, are being watched very care- 
fully. The lending institutions watch their loan loss 
ratios closely and when they get to a certain high ratio, 
these banks leave the motorcycle industry for something 
more lucrative. Your pay back acitivity of loans is also 
watched. With the advantage of computers, the indivi- 
dual late pay activities are tracked on the number of 
times your payment is 10 days late, 30 days late, 60 days 
late, and 90 days late. All financing institutions sub- 
scribe to a centralized computer system which has your 
credit history for the past five to ten years. If the lenders 
feel that they must work too hard to get their money 
(i.e. — the time they must spend telephoning or writing 
to you for payment), the more they will reject the loan. 

That's a short synopsis of the story. Similar relations 
exist with the manufacturer and often market people. 
We're all inthe same boat. 

We here at PCS understand the financial game and 
part of our job in servicing you, our customer, is to shop 
around for adequate financing. We try to get you loans 
with various lenders, so that if an institution has a change 
of heart about motorcycles you are adequately esta- . 
blished with someone else.

LUCERNE VALLEY, CA, SEPT. 23 

The weather was warm and still, 
just the conditions that breed the 
infamous Lucerne Dust Leeches. 
These vicious microscopic motes 


are noted for their tendency to cling to 
any surface, particularly goggles and 
the inside of your nose. The race 
started off the edge of the lake bed, 
avoiding the worst dust at the start but 
as you made the home turn at the end 
of any lap, you cut the corner of the 
lake and pooof! like diving into a flour 
sack. : 

The course went directly East from 
Anderson Dry Lake and soon left the 
generally gravelled area to drop in and 
out of a whoop-de-wash. Some choice 
— stay in the wash and get seasick 
from the sand waves or get out and 
shred your tires like black cabbage on 
the Lucerne Dragon Rocks. This was a 
fast course; right after the wash was 
several miles of slightly downhill flat. 
Boogie Time! A pop-tart jump threw 
you right at Bessemer Mine Road and 
into the moonscape rocks on the other 
side. On a trials bike, this place is 
Disneyland; at racing speeds, you 
could wind up having a granite 
orthodontist rearrange your mouth. 
At the eastern edge of the rock pile, 
the course dropped into a big valley 
and turned back towards the west for 
the trip home. The route in paralleled 
the way out and was so close you could 
see one part from the other at several 
points. Back at the home turn were the 
gas pits and hopefully your partner. 
This was a team race and most riders 
alternated with someone. There were 
some, however, who rode solo; Kim 
Hansing, for example, who was the 
only woman entered. The race was six 
25-mile laps long, at least for the 
leaders. A pleasant Sunday morning 
ride. 

Benny Padilla made it look pleasant 
right at the beginning. At Bessemer 
Road, he had a 10-second lead over 
Gary Davies and Jay Orendorff. These 
three enjoyed what seemed to be about 
a one minute advantage over the next 
bunch led by Kenny Upp and the 
Donnie Morrison/Scott Atchison team. 
Gary Mulconery came storming by in 
sixth. First Junior/Senior to this point 
was Leon Price and first Senior was 
Larry Upp — I think. Larry does tend 
to wander around a bit. Teams 
numbered 220 and 208 were the first 
Novices on this first lap and were very 
close together at this point. John 
Downey came through far and away 
the first Beginner, a position he held 
without challenge to the end. 


By the end of loop one, Morrison/ 
Atchison had gotten past Upp and 
Orendorff and started loop two in 
second place. Their moment of glory 
was short-lived and they did not finish 
among the leaders if they finished at 
all. Paul Hinds was maintaining the 
lead his partner Padilla had 
established but Jim Owens took over 
for Orendorff and moved their super 
hot S&L Yamaha to within striking 
distance of first place by the end of lap 
two. Upp's partner, Ken Heil, moved 
to third trying to stay ahead of 
motatin’ Mike Mulconery, who had 
taken over from brother Gary and was 
jammin’ in spite of a hurting foot 
damaged in the last race. A flat tire

the preceding lap, dropping him from 
second to fifth in the last half of lap 
one. Partner Heath Hibbard got the 
catch-up duty while the flat was being 
fixed and he performed his duty well, 
picking up two spots to close lap two in 
fourth. Traffic was beginning to form, 
making placement of the later riders 
difficult but I think Ray Zylstra was 
running first Beginner at this point. 
Greg Johnston now showed in sixth 
place. 

Lap three saw some shuffling and 
the finishing order began to establish 
itself. Jay Orendorff was now aboard 
as captain of the flying S&L Yamaha 
and took firm control of first, not to be 
headed again. The Padilla/Hinds 
team experienced some unknown 
difficulties and dropped to sixth on 
this lap, moved up a bit on the next 
two, but disappeared after a valiant 
effort before the finish. While they 
were dropping back, the Hibbard/ 
Davies team took the second spot and 
the Mulconerys grabbed third. That 
fixed the top three right through to the 
end of the race. The Upp/Heil team 
spent the next three laps swapping 
positions with first Amateurs Dean 
Miller and Greg Johnston, with Upp/ 
Heil fourth and Miller/Johnston fifth 
at the end. As the Padilla/Hinds team 
slid out, Bill Robertson and Ron 
Haase slid the Honda of Hollywood 
team into sixth. 

A little further back the first Open 
Novices appeared to be Chaxlie and 
Ed Walters of the Walters Racing 
Family. If they are all related, I 
counted at least six Walters in the 
entries. They don't need a promoter; a 
few more family and they could hold 
private races! 

The wildly unofficial results 
indicated that Norm Larsen and 
Vince Ruesch were the first 250cc 
Novices by virtue of their being the 
only 250cc Novice team to complete 
six laps. What makes that remarkable 
is that Norm had to get gas from a 
passing bike at Bessemer Road (after 
walking out of the desert) and I doubt 
that he got enough to finish the race. I 
hear that he had to stop several more 
times for gas before he made it to the 
finish. A clear candidate for today's 
Perseverance Award! 

Finally, it seemed that every time I 
turned around, John Downey was 
screaming by on his 175. Although I 
didn't see him, partner Marc Yoakum 
must have been doing the same, for 
that team showed up on the unofficial 
results as first Beginners. е

Martin, Homchick, 
and Coe cash in at 
AFM RiverS$ide RR

RIVERSIDE, CA, SEPT. 23 

The American Federation of 
Motorcyclists paid out over $4,000 
in prize money Sunday at River- 
side, during their sixth annual 
“GP Money Race.” 


The “Brasil Motor Rcing 50cc 
Grand Prix” started off the program 
with a European flavor, as Jewel 
Hendricks (Kreidler, 2:05 laps) topped 
Mario Caldato, Jr. (Ital-jet) after 15 
miles of heated action. Hendricks, 50cc 
U.S. Champion the last two years, was 
aboard a factory-replica Kreidler, 
similar to the ones that swept four of 
the top five spots in this year’s 50cc 
World Championship standings. 

Last year’s winner Gil Martin (Yam) 
and Harry Klinzmann (Yam) were 
having a terrific dice for the lead on 
the third lap of the Open GP, but a 
serious crash by one of the 
backmarkers in the high-speed turn 
nine banking brought out the red flag, 
halting the race. On lap four, the first 
lap of the “restart,” Martin passed 
Bruce Hammer (Yam) for the lead, 
with Klinzmann passing Ron Pierce 
(Suz, 1:31) for third. Dave Emde 
(Yam) put on a mid-race charge, 
moving up to second place briefly, but 
dropped out with a couple of laps 
remaining. Martin (1:29-30, $115) set 
а blistering расе, lapping 
backmarkers with ease to take the win. 
Klinzmann ($95) passed Hammer 
($80) to take second, but was nearly 
overcome in the pits by the combina- 
tion of heat and smog. Paul 
McLachlan (Yam, $65) from New 
Zealand slipped past Pierce ($50) for 
fourth a couple of laps from the finish. 
Pierce had the consolation of winning 
the Superstreet race earlier, though. 


Even though they weren't racing for 
money or points, the 410cc Production 
race was one of the hardest fought 
battles of the day. After two laps Ed 
Toomey (Yam, 1:44) led Dick Fuller 
(Yam) by two bikelengths, with 
Howard Monise (Yam) and Pat Eagan 
(Hon) running fender-to-fender right 
behind them. Fuller's bike was suffer- 
ing from a persistent misfire in the 
turns and he dropped about eight 
lengths back on the fourth lap, but 
Toomey nearly clipped the wall 





coming out of the turn nine banking, 
and Fuller closed the gap back to two 
lengths, only to drop out two laps 
later. Monise held off Eagan at the 
flag for second. 

Danny Coe (C-A) was the day's big 
money winner. Prize money was 
based on the number of bikes in each 
class, and Coe took home $210 for his 
victory over the Honda-duo of AFM 
Number One Fred Winters ($180) and 
journalist Jody Nicholas ($155). Mike 
McAvoy (Clough/Chaffee Kaw) nearly 
matched Danny's winnings, with a 
victory in the 100cc GP ($85), but a 
broken $6 piston ring cost him the 
$105 first-place prize money in 200cc 
GP that eventually went to Scott 
Malerbi (Yam). 

Eddie Lawson returned to racing 
after his serious crash here at Riverside 
two months ago by taking second place 
($160) in the 250cc GP behind Mark 
Homchick (Yam, 1:35, $180). 
Gennady Liubimsky (Yam), who had 
briefly led Lawson, took third ($140) 
ahead of Mike Baeder (Yam, $125). 
Baeder (Yam, $90) later won the 
500cc GP ahead of Rudy Galindo 
($75) who was aboard an ex-Daytona 
winning air-cooled 350cc Yamaha. 

The Sidecar race featured a Mazda- 
Rotary powered rig, but an electrical 
problem kept it from being 
competitive. Larry Coleman/Mark 
Bevins (TZ700 Yam, 1:47, $90) forged 
past early leader Roberts/Langford 
(Kaw) for the lead on the third of six 
laps. Garnett/Smith (Kaw, $70) got 
past Roberts ($50) for second on the 
next lap, but couldn’t quite catch 
Coleman.

Kicking off the weekly motocross 
event at DeAnza Cycle Park last 
Sunday was the announcement 
that the $6.8 million in green 
stickie money has finally been released 
for the expansion and improvement of 
the park.

The first race of the day was the 
500cc Pros, and as they rounded the 
first turn, Greg Robertson stuffed his 
450 Magnum II into the lead. Hal

Ron Turner 
picked up third in the moto, but 13th 
overall, which left fourth to Mark 
White's pair of fifths, and fifth overall 
to Yamaha-mounted Darren Oliver 
after Haugh fell to 11th the second 
moto. 

In the 250s, Mike Shoemaker and 
“Radical Ron” Turner put on two 
moto-long battles that took them to 
first and second overall. The second 
moto win went to Husqvarna’s Goat 
Breker, as did third overall. 

Turner returned to action in the 
125cc Pros, and again he won the first 
moto but failed to repeat. in the 
following. This time, Bobby Kline was 
the menace, and some very hard 
riding by the local kid paid off in the 
form of an overall win paycheck. 

In the Expert category, Erik Kehoe 
gave the Yamaha factory some very 
interesting things to consider when he 
went out and demolished the Mini 
class, then got aboard a 125cc YZ for 
his very first race on the bigger bike. 
Erik entered the 125cc Intermediates 
and took falls in both motos. But that 
didn’t slow him much, as in the first 
moto the get-off sent him into the first 
lap dead last, half a lap behind the 
rear of the pack, and he blasted his 
way past 15 riders to grab fifth in moto 
one, then overcome a fall in round two 
to take the moto win over John 
Langhammer. Second overall was his 
reward at the end of the day, as well as 


a good-hard look at what the future 
holds in store for the Mini whiz kid.

The flying Whittierite finished in 
the top three in each event and had his 
best showing in the 500 Pro race. Since 
Rex Staten is injured and out of the 
competition, it made it somewhat 
easier for Ron to capture the win. 
There was still plenty of talent on 
hand, though, and in this group it 





happened to be Gary Jones. Jones 
former three-time National MX 
Champion, now has his self-prepped, 
Ammex motorcycle. 

Ron shot out in front in the first 
moto and managed to stay ahead of 
the pack of money-hungry Pros 
straight to the checkered flag. Jones 
headed off the rest of the crew in 
second place while Robert Marino who 
also rides for Luft Shocks was third. 

The second moto was similar in that 
Radical Ron was on top and in line to 
win the money. It was different for the 
other riders, though: they started to 
trade positions. This time Marino had 
1 better race as he worked his way up 
to second and maintained that 
position to the finish so the Luft Shock 
team riders were 1-2 in this final race. 
Alan Smith advanced from a fifth in 
the first round to a fine third place 
spot this time while Gary Jones was 
shoved back into fourth. 

At the end of the night after the 
dust had settled and all of racing 
stopped, it was time to award the 
winning Pro riders with the payoff 
cash. Ron Turner was the most 
fortunate man who walked off with the 
biggest cash prize in the 500cc Pro 
class and won more than any other 
rider because of his three class 
performances. 

The 125 and 250cc Junior classes get 
a lot of entrants each week. There are 
so many that as a rule they have to 
divide them into two divisions. In the 
250cc Junior Division I class, a 
hometown rider was victorious; Kevin 
Bennett should make all of his friends 
in San Bernardino happy. Bennett 
rides a Yamaha and is just getting 
back into the motocross scene after 
hanging it up for several years. 

Victor Anselmi of Rialto was his 
rival and in the first moto Victor took 
the first place win over Bennett. In the 
second moto Victor unloaded, and a 
couple of guys had to help him hobble 
off the track. This gave Bennett the 
easy win, and his 2-1 score made him 
the overall 250cc Junior Division I 
winner. Second place was Jim 
Calatioto, who finished in front of 
Dave Whatley, Ken Miller and Greg 
Roberg, who is also from San 
Bernardino.

Shepherd continues to do the same on 
his Suzuki in the 60cc class. Danny 
Cahoon won the 85cc Novice portion 
over Benny Scardina, a surprise, and 
Gary Siler came out for the Junior win 
over Rick Diaz. Kurt Chandler was the 
fastest guy in the Expert heat but went 
the other way in the main as Chris 
Carr ran off on the Jorgy RM 80 over 
Aaron Hill. 

Bobby Davis was the sole recipient 
of brass in the still small 100cc Novice/ 
Junior main while the battle heated 
again in the 100cc Expert. This time 
Aaron Hill was doing the leading on 
his Spinetti. KX-80 despite a very 
talented showing from Kurt Chandler. 

Ronnie Evans was the only 125cc 
Junior but managed the win over 
Ricky Rooth and Frank Martin. Todd 
Stewart took the 250cc Novice over Jim 
Willis’ Can-Am and Steve Martin held 
off Bob Nelson for the 250cc Junior 
after Ronnie Murphy laid back in 
early action. 

Starts have always been a big thing 
with the 250cc Experts and with the 
green gone and Danny Moore out in 
front, it looked like a good battle 
between the 15-year-old and 16-year- 
old Jimbo Filice. On the second lap 


exiting the number four corner, Jimbo 
twisted up the wick.on his Champion 
Yamaha and got just sideways enough 
to scare the rest of the competition 
away, not to mention himself. He 
recovered but gave Moore another 20 
feet. Catching him once again on the 
next lap, he set up low for an attempt 
to pass underneath coming off the 
number two corner, but Moore parked 
it on him and Jimbo nearly highsided 
in saving it. In the heat, he slid way 
wide when the front wheel pushed out 
on him in a neat 60 yard laydown. 

Once again he found himself a long 
ways back but with a 10 lap final, it 
was only a matter of time for the trick 
rider to settle into a set up and a good 
pass, which he did just before the 
checkered. Moore had done a fine job 
of leading most of the way and is 
almost ready for the Pro ranks. 
Finishing third after a poor start was 
Keith Day on the Salinas Kawasaki KX 
250 with Billy Scott in for the final 
point spot.

Products special over Johan Troye 
while Rich Kroske returned to the 
foray of roundy-rounds, winning the 
Junior on his Hayward Cycle Salvage 
mount. Joe Flowers won yet another 
500cc Novice over the ancient BSA of 
Jon Teraji, now riding out of the 
Yamaha Sports Center of Seaside. 

Joe Mitchell is learning how to get a 
good start and by doing so he's 
winning the 500cc Junior with ease. 
Fellow San Francisco Yamaha rider 
Silio Fabbri was along for the ride and 
the second place trophy. 

Despite his defeat in the 250cc class, 
Dan Moore came back big with a 
-500cc Expert win on the Cal Cycle 
Champion XR 500 Honda. A good 
start combined with fine riding made 
for a good payday with Bill Scott in for 
second on the S & S Cycle Salvage 
TT500. Dave Rosa riding a new 
mount, the KR monoshock that took 
Rick Almeida to a National title, was 
in for third over Dwayne McCaslin. 

A spattering of 40-inchers brought

The weather was hot but the 
racing was even hotter at the 
AMA Western Regional MX 
Championships at Riverfront 
Park. Three water trucks kept the 
track in a rather pleasing muddy con- 
dition that’s almost unheard of during 
California’s summer motocross season. 
Between motos many of the 420 riders 
found pleasure in swimming in the 





cool clear waters of the Feather River 
that gives the park its name. 

Hundred degree weather took its 
toll of riders from Oregon and 
Washington with several being treated 
for heat exhaustion by the National 
Motorcycle Patrol. Considering the 
fact, it was rather surprising when one 
of the Arizona riders, being treated for 
a leg injury, was found to be wearing 
long johns under his leathers. 

In Open Expert competition, Eric 
Eaton from Tacoma, WA led the first 
moto for 20 minutes before misfortune 
sidelined him for the day. Eaton's bad 
luck gave Eric McKenna (Mai) from 
Roseville, CA the chance he needed to 
come home with the win. McKenna 
also won the second moto which makes 
him the Open class Western Amateur 
champ. “Iron Man McKenna” also 
entered the semi-pro exhibition race 
and placed a close second behind 
factory Suzuki rider Darrell Shultz, 
and tied in overall points with factory 
Yamaha rider Donnie Cantaloupi. 

Local Expert Pat O'Donnell (Mai) 
came from far behind in both motos to 
chase McKenna all over the Marysville 
Riverfront Park track, but in the end 
he had to settle for second. Richard 
Buttner (Yam), the smooth rider from 
Carson City, NV, who always looks 
like he’s just out for a trail ride, 
cruised to third place wins in both 
motos for a third overall ahead of 
David Woodall (Mai) and Brad Emery 
(Yam). 

The 250cc Regional championship 
race was a close one. Joey Schlag from 
Pittsburg, CA and Robert Blose of 
Phoenix, AZ were tied for overall 
points at the end of the two 30-minute 
motos. The tie breaker, being the 
second moto, gave the honors to Schlag. 

Blose, who won the first moto with a 
wire-to-wire run, had to work his way 
through traffic from 11th place at the 
end of the first lap to third at the end 
of lap 12 behind Schlag and Keith 
Myers. Jim Tarantino, of Los Angeles, 
put together a third and fifth for third 
overall. Keith Myers of Penn Valley, 
CA, nailed down fourth with sixth and 
second place finishes on the rough 
sand track. 

In the 125cc class, Todd Phillips of 
Tucson, AZ was well on his way to 
becoming Western Regional champ 
until his luck went sour in the last few 
laps. Phillips led every lap of the first 
moto and ran most of the second moto 
in the number two spot, but fell to 
16th place in the last few laps of the 
second moto. His misfortune earned 
him fifth overall. Brad Harrison, on 
his green machine, put together a 
sixth and a first to become the 
Regional 125cc champion. Brad is a 
local rider from the Marysville area. 
Runerup was Spoof Pena from Pinole, 
CA with a consistent fourth in both 30- 
minute motos. Bryan Wargo of 
Antioch, CA put together a third and 
fifth for third overall, while Steve Pless 
from Corvallis, OR finished fourth 
with 2-9 finishes. 

In the 100cc National class Ron 
Byle from Canada won both motos 
easily over Howie Ross of Petaluma. 

The last chance to ride a sand track 
before the running of the National 
finals at Plymouth, CA on Oct. 13-14, 
will take place on Oct. 7 under 
Marysville's "E" Street Bridge.

Sidecars put a new 
twist into RMTA 
trials

The seventh round of the RMTA 
series marked the debut of side- 
car trials in the U.S. Allen Car- 
penter, an Englishman turned 
Boulder resident, and his ‘monkey’ 
Tom Ellis were on hand with three 
other teams to put on an exhibition. 

Carpenter, the designer and builder 
of the hacks, used 340 M-X Rokon 
Automatics to fit the sidecars on. 
Proving that the sidecars can be 
adjusted to fit most brands, a 350 
Honda was also fitted with the 
equipment. 

It is highly possible that RMTA will 
be the first club to hold a sanctioned 
event of this type but there is hope that 
it will soon spread nationwide. A lot of 
people feel that it’s a good spectator 
sport as sections can be set up close to 
the pit area. 

Naturally, special sections must be 
used to accommodate the machines 
but this proved to be easier than 
setting up sections for a standard trials 
bike. Turns on a slight uphill or 
downhill grade can be used but they 
require a lot of teamwork and good 
throttle control. Going over any rocks 
can be quite exciting as perfect 
balance must be maintained. Both the 
driver and monkey must shift their 
weight for proper balance which 
makes it so spectacular to watch. Co- 
ordination, balance, and teamwork is 
a definite must in this exciting sport. 

Scoring is a bit confusing and 
contradictory to a regular trials event. 
Loss of forward motion only nets a 
single point along with dabs by either 
driver or monkey. The monkey is 
allowed to dismount and push the 
machine which claims a single point. 
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Alan Carpenter (driver) and Tom Ellis exhibit their trials skills on a hack. 
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From the way I understand it, a five is 
acquired by stalling the engine, having 
the bike fall over, going out of bounds, 
or if the driver gets off the machine. 

Hopefully, the sport will catch on 
across the nation. Who knows, maybe 
this is what we need to help the slowly 
fading art of trials riding.

Saturday night motocross made 
its debut in Austin last week and 
a big turnout of riders came to 
duel for points in the first GNC 


qualifier of 1979. Trey Jorski, Mike

and were definitely the men to watch. 

The first combined Expert moto got 
away with Mark Taylor (Hon) and 
Trey Jorski (Kaw) leading the way. 
Taylor got there first but didn't make 
it around the start turn and took Jorski 
out also. That was only the beginning 
of the Kawasaki rider’s bad luck and 
brilliant riding. Jorski got going in last 
and began a tremendous charge that 
would take him to first in four laps. 
Meanwhile, Mike Meeks (Hon) was 
making the best of the first turn crash 
and flying. He was leading the whole 
Expert class on his 125cc machine and 
riding a flawless race. Chris Loftin 
(Hon) was holding a strong second but 
went down leaving Mike Farmer 
(Yam) in the runner up position and 
Russell Powers (Hon 125) in third. 

Normally all eyes would have been 
on Meeks styling out in front but Trey 
Jorski was not doing anything normal. 
Trey had moved up to fourth and then 
went by Farmer and Powers in one 
lap. Jorski had Meeks in sight but 
Mike's smooth riding kept him in the 
lead until coming out of a turn side by 
side the KX250 outpowered the 125. 

Jorski had the lead and was pulling 
away fast. Russell Powers zapped 
Farmer's 400cc on his 125 but got 
zapped right back. Just then they both 
moved up a place as Jorski came over 
the finish line jump really flying and 
broke his chain, ending the moto for 
him. 

Mike Meeks brought his 125cc in for 
the win, Mike Farmer was second (first 
Open), Russell Powers third (second 
125) and Chris Loftin fourth (second 
250/Open). 

Second time around the Experts 
blasted away with Joe Davis (C-A) 
getting to the turn first and laying 
there on the ground until he was last. 
Trey Jorski was almost taken out again 
and Clovis Cisneros (Yam) grabbed 
the lead as Trey took evasive action. 
Jorski had the lead again by the third 
turn and proceeded to run away from 
the pack. Clovis Cisneros, Mark 
Taylor and Chris Loftin comprised the 
rest of the front runners and were 
really dueling among themselves. 
Loftin was pushing Taylor a bit too 
hard and went down after tangling 
with his rear wheel. 

The positions settled down some 
with Jorski leading, Cisneros and 
Taylor following. It appeared as if the 
excitement was over until Trey Jorski 
broke his chain again on the same 
jump as before and Mark Taylor fell 
leaving Cisneros in the lead with Mike 
Farmer and Mike Meeks after him, 
literally. 

All the position swapping seemed to 
give everyone an extra burst of speed 
and the scrambling started all over 
again. Mike Farmer diced for the lead 
and shortly found a way around Clovis 
to lead briefly until a broken chain 
sidelined him.

CRRC Four Hour at 
Texas World 
Speedway

BRYAN, TX, AUG. 25 

Following the usually hectic Le 
Mans start, the CRRC Four Hour 
Endurance Roadrace at Texas 
World Speedway settled down 
into a predictable pattern within the 
first 10 minutes. The first thing that 
became obvious was that with 100 
degree temperatures and the 
superspeedway bowl strangling any 
hope for a breeze, shade would be as 
valuable as quick lap times. 

The second thing that became 
apparent during those first few 
minutes to all of the nearly 40 teams 
entered was that the Sam’s Motorcycle 
Sales Moto Guzzi from Houston was 
the fastest thing on the track. 

And indeed, through the first hour, 
with veteran David Cheek aboard, the 
Moto Guzzi powered to a 45 second 
lead over the field. Behind the leading 
bike a furious battle for second 
overall, as well as class wins, was being 
waged only inches apart between the 
John Cherry/Glen Neighbors/Andy 
Robbins 650 Kawasaki and a similar 
machine ridden by Vernon Davis and 
Steve Tippit. 

Trailing these bikes through the 
first hour was a tenacious Honda 400-4 
spurred on by Ronnie Lundsford and 
Kevin Stasney. And running more or 
less fifth in the early stages was a 
sedate GS 1000 Barry Sheene Replica 
Suzuki. This team’s strategy would 
prove most interesting. 

The first two rider sessions were 
under the control of Howard Davies 
and John Miick, who, though not 
pushing towards the leaders, were at 
least staying in the hunt and 
comforted with the knowledge that 
their ace in the hole had yet to be 
played. Patiently waiting in the pits 
was the aforementioned ace, Paul 
“Hogman” Stephenson. As is the 
proper strategy in any relay race, the 
Suzuki team was saving their sprinter 
for the finish. 

The GS1000 Suzuki of Davies/Miick/ 
Stephenson was winning the Open 
Production class and still had a shot at 
the overall. That possibility became 
more evident as the leading Moto 
Guzzi team, enjoying a two lap lead, 
began suffering problems with their 
total loss ignition system. Not only 
that, but the rear shocks were fading 
as well, a combination that slowed the 
progress of team riders Steve Darley 
and Bucky Patterson. And, if that 


wasn't enough of a headache for team 
manager Sam Romeo, the fact that 
Paul Stephenson, now piloting the GS 
1000 and rapidly closing towards his 
machine, sent a wave of terror through 
the Moto Guzzi pits. 

With only a half-hour left in the 
race, the Guzzi team played its final 
cards to save the win. David Cheek 
climbed back aboard following the last 
pit stop. But, as Cheek was leaving the 
pits, Paul Stephenson on the Suzuki 
was streaking towards the first turn 
himself, and as he passed the unaware 
David Cheek, Stephenson became the 
new leader with 10 laps to go. 

Cheek quickly assessed the situation; 
for the first time his team was no 
longer leading and any hope for the 
Moto Guzzi team would rest with his 
talented hands. The two riders, 
Stephenson and Cheek, stayed only 
inches apart those final laps as Paul 
parried every thrust from David. 


With two laps remaining, Cheek on 
the Moto Guzzi tried to regain the lead 
through the first infield corner 
following the banking, a decreasing 
radius left-hand sweeper that 
challenges rider and motorcyle more 
than any place on the three mile 
circuit. Trying to set up for an exiting 
pass, Cheek found the big Guzzi 
wandering to the outside of the corner 
from a sliding rear tire. Cheek des- 
perately tried to save it but couldn't; 
the very expensive and fast Moto Guzzi 
hit the dirt and flipped end over end in 
midair before laying in a twisted 
wreck. 

A disappointed Cheek walked away 
from the crash; his win in the Open 
Cafe class now belonged to the 650 
Kawasaki of Cherry/Neighbors, and 
Robbins; and the overall win of the 
Four Hour Endurance was safely in the 
hands of the Davies/Miick/Stephenson 
Suzuki. 

As Paul Stephenson motored past 
the wrecked Moto Guzzi on the final 
and winning lap, he glanced over as if 
saying to himself, “It would have been 
a hell of a finish!”

Delmonico and

Talented throttle twisters un- 
leashed horsepower and handling 
upon the Texas World Speedway 
three-mile roadcourse, courtesy 
of the Central Road Racing Club and 
WERA, who, as compensation for 
modest entry fees, offered trophies and 
points towards club and national 
championshi 

The highlight of any CRRC meeting 
at TWS is Formula One Open GP, 
whereupon the TZ 750’s (in this case 
only one, belonging to Tommy Byars, 
Jr.) are brought forth to humiliate the 
opposition. As the field was waved off 
for the 30 mile feature, Byars quickly 
exploded to the lead as the pack 
headed into the first infield turn. His 
challengers, led by Benny Delmonico 
on a TZ 250, Joe Patton, Kevin 











Stasney and Paul Stephenson on 
different versions of the Honda 750, 
closed up rank but it was only a matter 
of time before Byars hit the banking 
with the wolves hot on his tail. 

The TWS infield springboards the 
rider up on the third and fourth turn 
and it was at this point on lap one that 
Tommy Byars said goodbye to the 
competition and easily won the 
Formula One GP. 

Behind the vapor trail of Byar's TZ 
750 the battle for second between 
Delmonico and Patton would not be 
settled until the final lap when Patton 
carried his Honda a bit too wide in 
search of passing room. Instead, he 
found dirt, a crash, a minor shoulder 
injury, and a demolished Honda. 
Kevin Stasney was a comfortable 
third. 

Daytona Novice winner Benny 
Delmonico was in his own element in 
the Formula 3-250 GP and the 
Formula 2-500 GP, both of which he 
won on his TZ 250 Yamaha. 


The best race was the 250cc GP in 
which Texas' finest, Delmonico and 
Byars, traded punches for 30 miles 
until Benny finally managed to eek out 
a two second lead on the last lap to 
win. Delmonico threw knockout 
punches on the infield section and 
could gain time on Byars, but Tommy 
counter-attacked up on the 31 degree 
banking and it remained anyone's 
fight until the final lap. Taking third 
was Gerold Smith who was caught in 
traffic too long to pose a threat to the 
leaders. David Greene was fourth, 
having successfully survived a 
confrontation with Mike Herzing (who 
dropped out with engine problems), 
Earl Smith and Hugh Humble (whose 
personal dogfight carried them up 
among the leaders after a slow start). 

Benny Delmonico led Steve Darley, 
Gerold Smith, Mike Herzing, David 
Greene, and Earl Smith to begin the 
500сс GP contest but was never 
seriously challenged as he managed to 
open up a five second lead advantage 
over Gerold Smith (having found more 
horsepower after the 250 GP race). 
Darley was an early menace until 
transmission ailments eliminated him 
and Mike Herzing kept his machine 
together for third over Earl Smith and 
Greene. 


Best Race of the Day honors goes to 
the 410cc Production class as Charles 
Brothers beat Tim McGuire by a 
wheel length after 30 miles that saw 10 
lead changes. Brothers masterfully 
used the draft to control the banking; 
McGuire skillfully outbraked Brothers 
through the infield to claim title to 
that section of the course. The pair 
shook hands as they ran side by side 
down the front straight and after 30 
miles on their identical Honda Hawks,

FIM 100 years behind 


Let me make one thing perfectly 
clear: the FIM could learn a lot about 
staging a motocross race from our 
AMA. 

We just returned from almost a 
month in Europe filming for On Any 
Sunday II. My family and I attended 
the Belgian round of the 500cc MX 
GP circuit and were we disappointed! 

On Saturday's practice the pits were 
wide open. Hell, the whole track was 
wide open — anybody could walk in 
and watch practice. Unfortunately, 
they could also walk, ride or drive right 
into the pits. People were everywhere; 
riders trying to wend their way 
through the crowds to get on the track, 
mechanics trying to guard tools from 
sticky fingers, idiots running back and 
forth across the track in front of 
motorcycles, etc, etc. 

Sunday's race day was not quite so 
bad. Still far too many people in the 
pits, the idiots still running across the 
track during the races, but at least 
more security. 

The lowest point of my weekend 
came while standing behind Steve 
Stasiefski, Lackey's mechanic, during 
the final moto while he was attempting 
to give Brad pit signs. A rather 
inebriated FIM official stormed up to 
Steve and shook his fist in his face and 
told him to move back completely off 
the track. Exhibiting extreme self- 
control, Steve attempted to explain 
that he had to give Lackey his pit 
signals and would move off the track 
after Brad came by. The FIM rep 
made it clear that “you Americans are 
lower than this" and held his hand 
about a foot off the ground. I felt like 
decking the guy would have been

justice but Steve wisely held his 
tongue. The FIM guy made it clear 
that he did not like Americans, that “I 
have been to Carlsbad and you 
Americans are like this!" again holding 
his hand near the ground. 

Amazed at his behavior, I asked a 
rider's wife who the official was and 
she replied, saying “he’s always drunk 
when he comes to a race and doesn't 
like Americans.” 

I've heard many times that we can't 
appreciate what our guys go through 
in order to race in Europe, be it 
motocross, speedway, road racing, 
ISDT, etc. I can believe it now. I saw 
it. 

We get complaints about the 
policies of our AMA. Some they may 
deserve. But, believe me, Гуе 
announced a lot of races in this 
country and, from what I saw in 
Belgium, we're at least a hundred years 
ahead of the FIM when it comes to 
staging a motocross race.

Here's where your 
Duck bucks went! 


First, we offer another thank-you to 
all the past Duck supporters, both 
individual and business. We also 
thank the Sod Busters for asking their 
questions. Very often, people. and 
organizations overlook items that 
should be made available to concerned 
parties. During the court trial, we 
were reluctant to air the money issue 
(hoping to appear financially strong 
under the pressure of the BLM). To be 
aggressive in court one must have 
tremendous support and large sums of 
money. The Sierra Club does. We do 
not. 

Sod Busters and all Duck 
supporters, here are the real answers: 

1. What were the Duck's expenses? 
Legal: $28,481. This amount includes 
attorney fees since Nov. 1978 through 
to the present, money for pertinent 
evidence (aerial photos from San 
Bernardino County, BLM maps, etc.), 
phone calls directly related to court, 
etc. Otherwise: $1,338. Money spent 
to increase the PDOD's revenue as a 
non-profit corp. 

2. Are any further expenses 
anticipated? This question is difficult to 





answer. Out attorney is trying to keep 
a watchful eye on the BLM, which is a 
small continuing expense. If we had 
the funds, we would try to keep the 
BLM in line. All we can do is assure 
our supporters that we will spend all 
contributions for the cause. 

3. How much has been collected? 
$22,319. In other words, we're $7,137 
in the red. We have $363 on hand. 

4. Did the promoter of the 
Supercross contribute? Yes, Mike 
Goodwin's greatest contribution was 
the publicity the PDOD received from 
the. L.A. Coliseum event. Financially, 
the PDOD received $690 from. pre- 
race ticket sales. No donation of 
money was received from Stadium 
Motorsports Corp. 

5. How much reimbursement is Mr. 
Smith demanding? The PDOD has 
spoken with Jim Smith and his father. 
It appears to us that the Smiths are not 
“demanding” any large payment for 
reimbursement. More than one time, 
the Smiths have told us that they hold 
no animosity toward us. 

6. What funds are on hand?

Let's take a stand 
on wilderness 


Wilderness proposals by the Forest 
Service and BLM are only one aspect 
of land use questions. The impact on 
California must be viewed in light of 
what other Federal Agencies and State 
Agencies are proposing in the way of 
wilderness, parks and fish and game 
regulations. These wilderness 
proposals, when viewed in light of 
existing wilderness and other areas 
proposed for further study, clearly 
indicate a dangerous land withdrawal 
of gigantic proportions over the next 
decade. 

It is felt that fighting about 
wilderness proposals area by area and 
classification by classification is doing 
battle on the  "preservationists" 
battleground. Although recognizing 
the desire of certain industry 
associations to resolve RARE II, it is 
not very likely that the preservationists 
will allow this to happen unless they 
get their way. 

In spite of the political odds against 
a position of “no more wilderness,” 
this position should be seriously 
considered as a starting point for 
compromise. If we pursue a course of 
making recommendations for 
wilderness then the area of 
compromise is significantly narrowed 
to the advantage of the preserva- 
tionists. 

Therefore; we as motorcyclists must 
take a position of no more wilderness 
areas in California. This position can 
and will be translated into a positive 
position of pro multiple use for public 
lands. 

Recognizing that particular groups 
of land users will continue to advocate 
alternative RARE II and BLM 
proposals to those proposed by the 
administration, the time has come to 
draw the line and take a hard nose 
position. In the long run, doing battle 
on the preservationists’ battleground is 
a no-win position. The make-up 
and leadership in Congressional 
committees, Federal agencies and 
State government precludes a fair 
hearing for supporters of multiple use. 
Consequently it is now necessary to go 
to the people and rally support, i.e. 
go over the heads of those who are in 
control.

Brown vetoes AB101, 
Hayes responds 


ARLETA, CA, OCT. 1 


Governor Brown's veto of AB 101 which would have provided new 
environmental protection for off-highway vehicles, ‘shows how 
susceptible he is to bureaucratic misrepresentation,” Assembly- 
man Bob Hayes (R-San Fernando) charged today. The bill also would 
have provided that an applicant for issuance, transfer, or renewal of 
personalized license plates could specify that his or her fees are to be 
deposited in the Off-Highway Vehicle Fund. They now go into the 
California Environmental Protection Program Fund. 

The San Fernando Valley legislator said he was in total disagree- 
ment with figures supplied Brown by the Department of Finance, 
quoted in the Governor's veto message. 

"AB 101 would have provided environmentally sound opportun- 
ities for off-highway vehicle recreationists,”’ said Hayes. 

The reason Brown gave for vetoing AB 101 was that there was a 
projected $18 million unappropriated balance now in the fund. 

"| don't believe that figure," said Hayes, "and | am going to take a 
much closer look at it.” 

Hayes said that this veto, coming on top of Brown's veto of his 
Sagebrush Rebellion bill, "really makes me wonder if the Governor 
knows what he's doing or what kind of cockamamie advice he's 
getting. 

"| frankly wonder if he's spending enough time on the job," said 
Hayes. 

“When he vetoed AB 1407 he used poor management of state- 
owned lands as an excuse not to go after poorly-managed federally- 
owned land. That's saying two wrongs make a right. His veto of AB 
101 prevents us from establishing built-in environmental protection 
against abuse of off-highway vehicles, as well as giving the off- 
highway vehicle owners a free choice when purchasing vanity license 
plates. 

"| think he must be the captive of the bureaucrats. He doesn't seem 
to care about either the environment or recreation. We are trying to 
get the kids out of the hillsides and into environmentally sound areas,” 
Hayes said. 

. "The next time someone is awakened at 4:00 in the morning by a 
dirt bike with a straight exhaust pipe they should remember that 


Governor Brown vetoed this bill.”

BLM decision on Check 
Chase permit not reached 


RIVERSIDE, CA, OCT. 1 

Officials of the Bureau of Land Management had not reached a 
decision on whether or not to issue a permit to the Checkers M.C. for 
their 160-mile Ludlow to Parker hare and hound as Cycle News went 
to press Monday afternoon, Oct. 1. Both Gerald Hillier, the Riverside 
District Manager, and DeLoris "Pete'' Palmer, the Public Information 
Officer, had been made aware of the Monday afternoon CN deadline, 
but Palmer's assistant reported that a meeting was still going on in 
Hillier's office as we went to press. 


The 1979 Check Chase is “the result of five years of negotiation by 
the AMA D-37 Legal Defense Task Force," according to Task Force 
member Jim Wells. Wells, along with Bob Tartter, Bob Terrazas and 
Terry Davis and the Checkers M.C. have devoted many hours to 
seeing the event become a reality, after it was applied for in July 1978 
under the annual BLM permit application procedure. 

Wells and Terrazas met with Hillier, Sierra Club representatives Ike 
Eastvold and Jim Dobson, and Chuck Bell of the San Bernardino 
County Planning Department's Environmental Review section on 
Thursday night, Sept. 27, for further talks on the permit application. 
Wells said the meeting involved a lot of negotiations concerning the 
course, and that as a result of the meeting, "We moved a lot closer to 
seeing eye to eye.” 

With the permit issued, some concern remains over “site approvals” 
to be issued by San Bernardino county, pertaining to private land used 
along the course. The start area was moved and a half mile of the 
course along a section of privately-owned land in the Cadiz sand 
dunes was eliminated and moved to a nearby road on public land, 
removing most of the areas that would be considered troublesome by 
Bell and the County Planning Department. 

Still, assuming Bell makes a “negative” declaration (no need for an 
Environmental Impact report) on Oct. 2, the matter goes before the 
County Planning Commission, which will hold a special meeting (for the 
first time ever, as far as we know) on Oct. 11, after which follows a 14- 
day appeal period.that ends two days before the scheduled start of the 
race. If an appeal makes a EIR necessary, the race could be delayed for 
months. 

“If they (the environmentalists) go to court, we're ready for them,” 
said Wells. "We have our lawyers waiting in the wings, already 
briefed.” 

The race course is set on land originally designated as open to racing 
in the 1973 Interim Critical Management Plan, and amended to 
"existing roads and trails" status by the BLM's Cadiz/Danby E.A.R. 
The area is “heavily impacted,” said Wells. The Checkers applied for 
this race during the annual BLM permit procedure in July of '78. 

The Thursday meeting between Wells, Terrazas, Hillier, Bell and the 
Sierra Club followed a larger, more vocal and less productive, 
according to Wells and Terrazas, meeting Monday night at Riverside. 
At one point, Assemblyman Bob Hayes asked Ike Eastvold of the 
Sierra Club: “Ike, is there any set of circumstances under which you 
would agree to a Ludlow to Parker race?” Eastvold answered, “No.” 
Later, after a stormy dialogue with Eastvold, Hayes walked out of the 
meeting. Later in the meeting, Dick Miller, from Motocross Action 
and a former Checker, asked why the start from the 1972 Check Chase 
couldn't be used. The reason was because the area is now a 
Wilderness Study Area. 

The Phantom Duck of the Desert, Louis McKey along with Rick 
Sieman, Al Fols and their attorney, George Stephan was there. Though 
the effort behind the Check Chase was provided by AMA and the 
Checkers — the Duck found out that the race was being considered 
for fulfillment of point five in the BLM/Duck settlement by reading 
last week’s Cycle News — he urged that the BLM grant the permit to 
bring more ORV users within the BLM permit system to minimize 
environmental damage. е

Ascot: Goss wraps it up for the 
Seventies

GARDENA, CA, SEPT. 29 


Randy Goss won the last AMA Grand National 
Championship/ Winston Pro Series event of the 
decade, taking over the lead four laps into the 
race and stretching it out to win the 20-lap 


National Half Mile at J.C. Aga- 
janian’s Ascot Park. 

Leading the first three laps 
and coming up second at the flag 
was Army-sponsored Mike Kidd, while 
Gary Scott turned in a last-lap, last- 
turn pass to finish third in front of 
Ricky Graham. 

While the top three positions in the 
final Winston Pro Series point 
standings were already set at Steve 
Eklund (who finished fifth), Jay 
Springsteen (who was home in 
Michigan recuperating from the 


recurring illness that struck at San 
Jose) and Goss, positions four through 
10 were settled here. Steve Morehead 
retained fourth by four points over 
Mike Kidd, while Gary Scott edged 
ahead of his brother Hank to take 
sixth by three points. Rick Hocking, 
Rookie of the Year Scott Parker and 
Corky Keener rounded out the top 10. 

Springsteen, "feeling better," 
according to Harley-Davidson racing 
director Dick O'Brien, flew back home 
to Michigan on Thursday, Sept. 27. 
There Springsteen's doctor will be 





administering more tests and trying to 
get Jay admitted to the Mayo Clinic. 

"The problem is," said O'Brien, "is 
that nobody's got anything pinned 
down." The doctor in San Jose thought 
it might be a problem with the 
entrance to his stomach, according to 
O'Brien. 


Time trails 

Rain showers during the afternoon 
and preceding evening kept the track 
moist, and when qualifying was over, 
the top 10 were within two-tenths of a 
second of each other. The fast man, 
Rick Hocking and his Southern 
Nevada H-D/Chris Armstrong Harley- 
Davidson XR750, turned in a 22.01- 
second clocking, just two-hundredths 
of a second off Garth Brow's record. 
Ricky Graham (22.03), Mike Kidd 
(22.06) and Steve Eklund (22.11) 
rounded out the top four to earn pole 
positions in the four heats. John 
Hateley qualified his Triumph at 
eighth fastest, the only non-Harley in 
the top 10. All the riders who showed 


were able to race — there were only 
37. Alex Jorgensen, though, broke a 
piston on the Ron Wood Norton, and 
scratched his entry. 


Heats 

Rick Hocking came into the pits at a 
fair rate of speed, scattering bystanders 
as he rushed off the track during the 
warm-up laps to make some last 
minute adjustments. He got back to 
the line in time, where he and the rest 
of the field were treated to a Scott 
Pearson rocketship start. Hank Scott 
hustled through traffic in the first two 
corners to take second away from 
Eddie Lawson and Lance Jones. 

Pearson had the lead for two more 
laps before Scott's Patrick Racing/ 
Barnes Wheels/KRW /Sure-Fire/Car- 
lisle/Branch Harley-Davidson went by 
for the lead. Pearson still held second 
over Lawson, who was making his first 
appearance since he dislocated his hip 
in a club road race in July, and said he 
felt “about 95%.” 

With three laps to go, Pearson ran 





into trouble and dropped way back. 
That moved Lawson up to second and 
John Wincewicz, who was riding 
Randy Goss’ spare Harley, to third. 
Jones finished fourth, well in front of 
Pearson and Hocking's misfiring 
mount. Skip Aksland, who had run 
into mechanical difficulties earlier, 
was unable to qualify and started last, 
pulled into the pits on the eighth lap 
with magneto troubles. 

Steve Morehead continued his late- 
season charge with a move through 
turn two into the lead of the second 
heat. Garth Brow, Ricky Graham, 
Ted Boody and Corky Keener trailed 
at the end of a lap. On the third lap 
though, Morehead was in third after 
Klotz/Wiseco-sponsored Brow sliced 
under him in turn two and Graham 
repeated the maneuver in turn three. 
Graham's lead on the factory Harley 
rider lasted another lap, but that was 
all. 


On the eighth lap, Morehead had 
closed on Brow and got a drive on him 
out of the second corner to regain the 
lead. Corky Keener had intentions of 
transferring directly to the National, 
and placed himself on Graham's rear 
fender. On the last ‘lap, Keener 
dropped down inside of Graham in the 
fourth corner and out-accelerated him 
to the flag. Graham and Boody led the 
rest of the field to the semi. 


The third heat was a wire-to-wire 
show for prospective Army recruits, 
with Mike Kidd in the lead laps 1-10. 
Scott Parker, again riding one of Mert 
Lawwill's bikes, used his high line in 
turns 1-2 to go from third off the start 
to second around Bill Schaeffer. At 
the completion of the first lap, Kidd 
and Parker were out front with third 
being actively contested by Terry 
Poovey, Schaeffer and Gary Scott. 
Scott took it on the next lap, with 


Schaeffer in fourth: and Poovey 
dropping back with mechanical 
problems. 


As the race wore on, Kidd 
maintained a solid lead, but the 
veteran Scott (KK Supply/Sisemore 
Traveland H-D) was challenging the 
Klotz/Wiseco-backed rookie, Parker. 
Finally, on the eighth lap, Scott dived 
underneath Parker as they entered 
turn three and the top positions were 
set. Schaeffer took fourth in front of 
Mike Inderbitzen (Yam). 

The first three heats had been in the 
3:46 bracket, but the fourth heat was 
completed in two seconds less time, 
and was within a second of Garth 
Brow's 10-lap track record. It started 
with John Hateley getting the jump on 
the pack at the start, then progressed 
to Steve Eklund and Randy, Goss 
fighting-over first from turn one on. 
Though they were usually side by side 
in the corners, Eklund was in the lead 
the first two times they streaked past 
the finish line. On the third lap, Goss 
went by through turns three and four. 
Eklund kept his Jim Belland/Zanotti 
Enterprises-prepped Zanotti-Castrol 
special right with Goss’ Larry Johnson- 
tuned Wiseco/Klotz/ Esprit /KRW- 
sponsored XR for the next three laps. 
Steve. then tried an inside move 
through turns one and two, but was 
blocked when Goss came down off his 
high line, nearly hit Eklund. Eklund 
had no choice but to back off and was 
unable to make a serious challenge for 
the lead again. The two had built up 
an impressive lead over Hateley, who 
continued on in third to become the 
only non-Harley-Davidson rider in the 
National field. Jackie Mitchell (H-D) 
and Brad Hurst (riding a brakeless 
Harley after his Castle Rock-winning 
Triumph blew up before the race) 
finished fourth and fifth.

Junior Invitational 

The battle in the 12-lap American 
Honda-sponsored Junior Invitational 
was set almost from qualifying. North 
Carolina's Gene Church (H-D) set the

and took the point position going 
down the backstraight. From there to 
the finish, Church led and though 
Haney challenged him relentlessly in 
the corners, Church had the power 
and used it. His 12-lap time knocked 
five seconds off the old record set by 
Steve Monger last year. 


Third place was the subject of much 
discussion, First Keith Day (H-D) held 
it for the first half of the race, but then 
David Ryan (Yam), Danny Perkins 
(Yam) and Day fought for it to the 
wire.

"I watched Ted (Boody) using 
the high, high line (through turns one 
and two) and I knew I could run up 
there. Plus, Mike wasn't squaring off 
the turn too well, so I just went around 


him." 


On the same lap, Graham. took 
third away from Morehead and sixth 
was snatched from Eklund's grasp by 
Scott Parker. 

By the seventh lap, Goss had opened 
up some breathing room on Kidd; who 
was in turn having to fight to stay in 
front of Graham. Gary Scott moved up 
to join a furious Parker/Eklund strug- 
gle for fourth; Lawson having dropped 
back into the pack. - 

As the riders took the crossed flags on 
the 10th lap, Goss still had a 
comfortable lead, but Graham had 
slipped by Kidd for second. Morehead 
was still fourth ahead of Parker, 
Eklund, Gary Scott and Hank Scott. 

Kidd regained second from Graham 
on the next lap, but lost it to Graham 
again on the next circuit. On the 13th 
lap, Kidd took second for good. “I 
pulled my line down lower," explained 
Kidd when asked how he finally got 
away from Graham. 

Morehead's race came to an end on 
lap 13, when his clutch expired. In the 
two laps before that, he'd dropped 
back into the Eklund/Parker/Gary 
Scott dogfight. 


On the 15th lap, Gary Scott, who 
had passed Parker a lap before, went 
by Eklund as they dove into the first 
corner. Gary then set out after

Graham, who had slipped back from 
Kidd a little bit. 

As the white flag was displayed, the 
order was Goss, Kidd, Graham, Gary 
Scott, Eklund, Parker, Hank Scott and 
Corky Keener. But Gary Scott was very 
close to Graham. Close enough to 
make a move, which he did going.into 
turn three. It worked and he beat 
Graham to the checkered for third 
place. Graham took fourth over 
Eklund, Parker, Hank Scott, Keener, 
Garth Brow, Eddie Lawson, John 
Hateley and John Wincewicz. Mitchell 
dropped out before Morehead and was 
listed in 14th place. 

"I came out here.to win this race 
because it's a rider's race track," 
grinned Goss in the winner's circle. His 
wife Vickie added, "I've been feeling 
good all week, but now I feel great!” @

TranSPORTation! 

Never thought I would see the day 
when road racing would rival dirt 
racing for spectator appeal, but it’s 
happening now. Even on the west 
coast, where clip-ons and fairings used 
to keep customers away like rain, 
crowds of 15 and 20 thousand have 
turned out lately for the pavement 
grinders races. 

Having America’s reigning world’s 
champion on the program didn’t hurt 
the ticket sales, of course, but I suspect 
there is something stirring out there 
among the audience for road racing 
sport. America finally may be ready 
for it. 

Never before in history have so 
many big, powerful motorcycles been 
offered. The dirt sport is increasingly 
restricted at a time when many 
Americans are taking two wheels to 
the road in response to the crunch. We 
need something good to root for. 

Your average bigtime road race 
offers the street rider a made to order 
destination. There usually is camping, 
often free. There are the races, of 
course. But best of all I like the spirit 
in the air of everybody giving it their 
best shot. It is dangerous out there, 
sure. Nobody understands danger like 
a biker does. But we came not to see 
anyone fail, because any fool can fall 
off — no, we came to see how others 
succeed at speeds that we only dream 
about. 

I like the superbikes best. You can 
be way over in the shade taking it easy 
with a cool one when you hear that 
mighty sound. You don't need an 
announcer to tell you, that's the biggie 
on the line. 

Superbikes look like the tanks in the 
parking lot, minus bags and fairings 
and gone to heaven, where they have 
been given numbers and decals and 
shiny things that do wonders for their 
works. They are piloted by harlequin 
devils on whom immortality is 
conferred, and brief exemption from 
the laws of physics that the rest of us 
ride under. 

When it's all over, I don’t even care 
who won. They don’t let 80-inch 
Harleys race, anyway. 

Then comes the best part — the ride 
home. I shake the straw out of my 
sleeping bag and bungee it on the 
bike. There is not any class you can 
ride a Harley 80 in, but one: the 
parade out of the parking lot. The 
motorcycle is made for it.

Trans-USA MX Series: Round two 


Under the weather Rhinestone Cow

BUCHANAN, MI, SEPT. 30 


Kent Howerton slouched in a folding lawn chair 
beside the Team Suzuki truck. Huddled in a 
thick winter jacket zipped tight to the collar, 
hands stuffed into the pockets, head buried 


beneath a wool stocking cap, 
only his swollen red face was 
visible. For the last four days the 
Rhinestone Cowboy had been 
battling with the flu...and from the 
rattle of his cough erupting from 
beneath the insulation holding back 
the chills of fever, this was one fight he 
seemed to be losing. 

“All I need is a good start and then I 
can work back from there.” 

When the gate kicked out for the 
second race of the Trans-USA Series at 
Gene Richie's hilly Red Bud Track ‘n’ 
Trail course it was Kawasaki's “Bad” 
Brad Lackey wheeling his 440cc works 
Uni-Trak into the lead. Only Hower- 
ton was right behind, chased by last 
week’s Series opener winner Andre 


Malherbe, Marty Moates, Mike Bell, 
Chuck Sun and Steve Wise. Howerton 
had gotten the start he wanted. But 
then, rather than drop back from 
there he decided to push himself to the 
limit. On the second lap Howerton 
wicked his way past Lackey to take the 
lead and began pulling away at an 
incredible rate of 2-3 seconds a lap. 
Beneath him, the RN-400-79 
factory Suzuki danced and wheelied 
like a spirited thoroughbred race 
horse. Mechanic Greg Arnett had 
detuned the monster 450cc motor by 
lowering the compression and 
Howerton was finding it much easier 
to ride than the week before as he 
pitched the 215 pound beast sideways 
over the jumps, riding it with the 
throttle locked on like a 250cc bike. 


Thirty seconds into the moto 
Howerton's lead evened itself out at 30 
seconds. Behind him, Lackey had 
been scratching since the third lap to 
hold off Grand Prix rival Malherbe of 
Team Honda. Moates still held fourth, 
while behind the LOP Yamaha rider a 
wild clash had been taking place 
between Yamaha’s Bell, Husky's Sun 
and Suzuki’s Mark Barnett for fifth 
that had the three swapping positions 
every lap. 

With two laps to the checkered flag, 
Malherbe finally found a line around 
Lackey to take over second only to lose 
it with one lap to go. “My front wheel 
got out of the berm. The ground was 
slippery and my front wheel went out. 
I fell,” said Malherbe. 


Malherbe remounted to retain third 
behind Lackey. Bell stuffed his 
Yamaha in for fourth, followed by 
Moates who held off Yamaha's Broc 
Glover (first 250cc bike), Barnett, Arlo 
Englund, Danny Chandler and Jimmy 
Weinert. Englund had forsaken his 
usual Vickery Yamaha YZ ride to take 
over injured Rick Burgett's factory 
OW Yamaha. Hampered throughout 
the Nationals with a shoulder 


separation, Burgett will sit out the rest 
of the year to heal. Suzuki 500cc 
National Champion Danny LaPorte 
suffered carburetion problems 
throughout the race before retiring. 

The question which remained 
though, was whether Kent Howerton 
who had devastated the first Inter- 
national class moto had any strength 
left to piece together a decent second 
moto finish and still come out with the 
overall win. Even Kent wasn’t too sure. 

"I was really beginning to feel funny 
those last few laps. But by then I had a 
nearly 40-second lead before lapped 
riders started slowing me down. All I 
need to do now, is get another good 
start like that one.” 

Did he ever! This time it wasn’t 
follow the leader, either. Howerton 
out-dared Bell, Weinert, Semics and 
Malherbe through the first turn 
sweeper with a throttle-pegged 
broadslide that saw him disappearing 
into the sunset again. Ten minutes 
into the moto, Howerton’s lead over 
Malherbe was 10 seconds as Glover 
took over third after having steadily 
worked his way up from a seventh 
place start. 

At the midway point Howerton’s

lead had increased to 20 seconds. 
Malherbe dropped his bike again, this 
time breaking the front brake lever 
and had to pit to have the broken lever 
removed on his RC-450. Glover inherited 
a well deserved second place as he 
continued to pull ground on Bell, 
Lackey, Shultz, Malherbe, ahead of a 
heavy clash between LaPorte, Sun and 
Barnett. 

With 10 minutes to go the gap for 
the lead between Howerton and 
Glover narrowed slightly as Kent eased 
up to conserve what little energy he 
had left. Lackey was hoping for a 
second overall finish with his fourth 
spot behind Bell, but a cracked 
fiberglass tank on his Kawasaki which 
had been leaking gas since the first 
laps of the race finally ran dry. Brad 
was left marooned out on the track 
with three laps left to go. 

Maico’s Danny “Magoo” Chandler 
bailed off, spraining his wrist after a 
six lap battle to pass Honda’s Steve 
Wise on the new 400cc RC lever shock 
AIE-H works bike. Barnett wobbled 
into the pits with a broken front wheel. 

The undisputed winner for the 
second moto in a row was Howerton, 
who never thought he was well enough 


to race until he tried — never thought 
he was well enough to win until he 
raced. The Rhinestone Cowboy had 
roped his way around Buchanan 
looking more stylish and in control 
than he had in years. He should be sick 
more often! Team Yamaha's Mike Bell 
finished out the moto in third place 
behind teammate Glover to claim 
second overall for the day ahead of 
Honda's Andre Malherbe. 


National class 


For the second week in a row Team 
LOP rider Greg Theiss of Omaha, 
Nebraska pulled out the overall win in 
the National class to take a 
commanding lead in the Series. The 
“Incredible Hulk” manhandled his 
426cc kitted YZ Yamaha around the 
rollercoaster Red Bud track as he 
secured third in the first moto then 
backed it up with a win in the final 
race. 

The first 30-minute moto was won 
by Team Honda’s Jimmy Ellis on a 
new 1980 production CR-250 R3 bike 
featuring the new twin downtube 
frame and center port exhaust engine. 
Ellis had worked up from the middle 
of the pack to battle with Suzuki's 


Scott Gillman at the 20-minute mark 
for the lead. Behind were Theiss, CMS 
Honda rider Darren Rhotten, first lap 
leader Jeff Surwall and David Hollis. 
Previous week's winner Mike Guerra of 
Team Husky suffered sticking throttle 
problems which put him back two 
laps. 

The second moto saw Scott Gillman 
nailing the holeshot, only to be passed 
on the second lap by Rhotten as 
KTM's Boo Stichter dropped into 
third ahead of Theiss and Kris 
Bigelow, one of the three Bigelow 
brothers in the class. Ellis and Suzuki's 
Myerscough were mid-pack. Guerra 
fell at the start and was working up 
from last position. 

A few laps into the race Gillman 
crashed at the bottom of the big ski 
jump, putting himself out of the race, 
luckily without injury, as Stichter 
moved up to clash with Rhotten for 
the lead. The Trans-USA Series was 
proving 250cc bikes to be just as 
competitive as Open machines as 
Stichter on the 250cc KTM traded the 
lead back and forth with Rhotten, 
riding Marty Smith's 360cc Mugen 
from Team Honda.
